OUR PIONEER DAYS 


An 
Interesting 
History 
of 


the Early Days of Safford 


and the Gila Valley

In 1882 the settlers had an Indian 
scare 
A band of Indians were out 
on the war path and had murdered 
the 
Mexican 
families on the other 
side 
of 
the river 
A squaw 
who 
was 
friendly 
to 
the white people 
swam the flooded river to Solomon- 
ville 


¬ 
and carried a Mexican baby on 
her back 
the 
only one saved 
She 
warned 
the 
people 
and 
word was 
sent 
to 
all 
the settlements 
The 
squaw 
could 
never return 
to her 
race after this 
The people in Safford all left their 
homes and went to the court house 
which had good strong walls and a 
high adobe 
fence around the yard 
They stayed there three days and 
nights expecting 
to hear that the 
Indians were comingat any moment 
Their signal 
fires could 
be seen on 
the mountains just acoess the river 
They didnt 
come that time 
but 
the 
people 
had 
gone 
through 
as 
many 
terrible 
feelings as 
though 
they had come 
Among 
those 
who were in the 
party were the Ijams Tuttles and 
Fryes 
Gradually 
the 
mesquites 
were 
cleared away and more adobe homes 
erected 
Then came more confort 
able homes and small business houses 
In those days there was only ditch 
water to drink as the wells were go 
strong with black 
alkalai the water 
was unfit for use 
The 
only ditch 
in town 
came accross 
the lots now 
occupied by the Olive Hotel 
Ijams 
residence 
and 
on 
down 
and from 
this every 
one dipped their barrels 
or tubs full 
Many 
years 
passed 
before 
the 
splendid canals of 
today were com ¬ 
pleted 
there 
being few 
hands 
to 
perform 
the labor and 
no capital 
back of 
them 
But 
as they grew 
so the 
town of SafFord grew and 
other 
settlements 
came into exist 
ence because their growth depended 
upon 
the ngricultutal development 
of the valley 
Then came 
the Southern 
Pacific 
railroad 
to 
the south 
connecting 
the east with the west 
The valley 
farmers 
began 
to find 
markets in 
the mining 
towns 
which weie also 
in their infancy 
Then 
came 
the 
branch 
railroad 
from Bowie to 
Globe which seemed 
a very wonderful event 
Every one 
who wished it was given a free ride 
on the first train and there were lots 
of people who had never seen a train 
before 
because they 
had left their 
homes 
in the eatly 
days to come 
west 
At this 
time the street north of 
10th street was the business part of 
the town 
The 
postoffice 
with my 
father 
as 
postmaster 
and 
Fryes 
Store and residence 
all occupied the 
old Frye building 
Then came Dr 
Cassels Drug Store in the old frame 
building 
on 
the other side of the 
street 
Farther down 
was the first 
school house 
but the second one up 
by the depot was built then 
Then 
came 
Owens store and Campbells 
flour mill 
and store 
Blakes store 
and flour 
mill and P J Jacobsons 
store 
in the southwest corner of 
tbwn 
constituted 
the 
business 
of 
SafFord 
The Groesbeck 
Hotel was 
the hotel of the town 
Saffords 
business 
began 
to call 
for something better 
so gradually 
the old adobe building has been 
re- 
placed

by brick and 
corner after 
corner 
has 
become 
occupied 
until 
now 
it 
has 
reached 
its 
present 
splendid 
growth 
I 
am 
sure the 
next 40 years 
will 
add 
as much as 
has been added in the past 40 years 
and our children 
will think that we 
lived here in pioneer days 
too 
SafFord is already laying aside its 
country ways and assuming city airs 
with the coming of 
the telephone 
electric lights- - mountain water and 
the high school 
Today it has a population of 
929 
and the business of the little city is 
carried on by 
2 banks 
13 dry goods 
and grocery stores 2 meat markets 
2 hardware 
stores 
3 drug stores 
2 
restaurants 
1 hotel 
1 lodging house 
2 
garages 
opera 
house 
uicture 
theatre 
electric 
plant 
flour 
mill 
wholesale house 
ice 
plant bottling 
works bakery3 confectionery stores 
clothes 
cleaner andjewelry store 
This 
Independence 
Day of 
1914 
let everyone 
view 
with 
pride our 
little city which has fought the hard 
fight and won 
Let us also keep 
in grateful 
re ¬ 
membrance the haidships endured 
by the 
pioneers
